Afterwards. however, he turned and 
went along the hall, and the inspector fol 
lowed, and found a group of men. There 
were evidences of recent drinking, and the 
barman said that there had been a “ rush.”’

The usual weekly meeting of the Licensed 
Grocers’ and Vintners’ Protection’ Association 
was held in the offices, Commercia! Buildings, 
Dame street, Dublin, yesterday, “The Charr- 
man, Senator Kennedy, presided, and there 
was'a largo attendance of the Committee 
present. 

Reports from the solicitor dealing with the 
Renewal Sessions and also with the Annual 
Licensing Sessions before the Circuit Judge 
were read and adopted. After the transac- 
tion of the routine business, the Vice-Chair: 
man, Mr. Joseph Fagan, proposed the follow- 
ing resolution :—' That this body, the Com- 
mittee of the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ 
Protection Association, heartily congratulate 
the entire licensed trade of the Free State 
upon the great victory secu in the 
triumphant return of our Chairman, Senator 
Cornelius Kennedy, and our past Chairman, 
Senator Michael Fanning, at the recent Senate 
election; that we also congratulate Messrs. 
Kennédy and Fanning on their election, and 
wish them all success in their new sphere, 
not only in securing fair play and justice for 
the licensed trade of the country during their 
period of office, but also in rendering that 
useful service to our young nation which 
their sound judgment and long experience as 
public men of high character and proven 
ability justify us in expetting from them.” 

In proposing that resolution, Mr. Fagan 
said that he felt it required no words of his 
to commend it to those present or to the 
rank and file of their supporters throughout 
the country. In the past. it had been the 
studied policy of the Association not to inter 
fere in what might be described as politics by 
running candidates from their body as official 
representatives. What had happened during 
the past two or three years, however, had 
convinced many péople of the necessity which 
existed for the licensed trade to come out in 
the open and defend itself from unfair -treat- 
ment. For some time the Executive were 
considering this matter, and eventually de- 
cided, subject to the approval of the General 
Body. of running a candidate, or a couple of 
candidates, for the Senate. That approval 
was enthusiastically and unanimously obtained 
at an All-Ireland Trade Conference held in 
the Catholic Club two or three months ago. 
The wisdom of the decision had been estab- 
lished by what had since taken place. They 
ranotwo men, and their two men got home. 

The licensed trade had no desire to take up 
any aggressive attitude, but he believed he 
was right in saying that the significance of 
the election of their Chairman and Senator 
Fanning could not be over-estimated.

a bill in due course. e recent 

was not only an answer to 

all those people, but it amounted to a demand 
that the penal portions of the Act of 1924 
should be repealed. He congratulated his 
friends upon their return to the highest 
tribunal in the State, and wished them much 
successful achievement towards the advance- 
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sound judgment, exceptional ability and high 
character. Their election was a great victory, 
and would be a lasting benefit to one of the 
greatest industries left in the country. They 
went forward not alone on behali of the 
licensed trade, but the brewing, distilling, 
barley-growing, malting, and all kindred 
sources of the nation’s wealth, and their 
return, so near the top oí the list, ‘was 
nothing shert of a national demand of “ hauds 
off ' those industries. He congratulated them 
heartily, but he congratulated far more the 
entire licensed trate of the couiitry, and the 
vast numbers outside the trade who raslied 
to thetr support. 

Mr. James J. O'Neill, supporting the resola- 
tron, said that the day: they decided “on 
runving their Chairman and Mr. Fanning for 
the Senate would for all time be a red-letter 
day in the history of the organisation and the 
trade. ‘Their election showed clearly that the 
people of the country did net want all this 
tinkering with their business which the 
present Government. had embarked on, and 
proved beyond yea or nea that there was no 
force behind the demands of the teetotal 
faddists, who up to the present seemed to 
have stampeded the Executive by their noise. 
There vould be no greater protection for the 
future of their trade than the emphatic pro- 
nouncement which the return of the two trade 
nominees amounted to, They should be read; 
to run candidates at the next Dail General 
Election up and down the country, and sie 
felt confident they would secure many 
successes, 

Mr. Michael Humphrys (Treasurer) said that 
there Was very little for him to say. He 
heartily congratulated “his ‘friends, Senators 
Keunedy and Fanning, on their election, and 
wished them many years of useful work in 
defence of the just interests of the trade and 
of national service generally. 

Mr. J. P. McCabe said the lesson of this 
election wag that they should he ready with 
candidates in future at every election of ans 
kiw@ which might arise.

taken the chair) and passed with acclamation 

Senator Kennedy, in returning thanks, 
said that this matter came on him unawares. 
and he was not prepared for it. He felt 
au the same time, exceedingly grateful for the 
ersonal tributes that had been paid him. 
t was, however, not a great victory for him 
as an individual, but it was a really great 
achievement for their’ trade, for it showed 
that electors all over the Free State did not 
sympathise with the actions and demands of 

noisy people who looked on 
licensed trade as anathema. 
two or three years those people had had 
their imnings, but the election just over 
took their middle wicket every time. Not 
one of those representing the alleged tem. 
erance folk was returned, and, of course, 
Hí ‘the election meant anything, it went to 
show that the erage of the nation did not 
want them or their doctrines. While saying 
that he did not include those genuine tem- 
rance people who realised what a difficult 
usiness the trade was, and that for many 
years back a large amount of the real tem 
rance work was done by the Licensed 
rocers’ and Vintners’ Association. It had 
always been their aim to uplift the trade, 
and to give no countenance to abuses or 
bad conduct; but it was most unreasonable 
io impose upon the general body laws which 
were really only meaut for the law-breakers. 
As matters stood at the moment no man’s 
property was safe, as the most technical 
réach meant an endorsement of a trader's 
licence, no matter how good his character 
or how valuable his rty.

The milder 
temper of Labour ought to be encouraged 
by measures which will prove that steady 
and large improvements in the lot of the 
wage-earner are possible, if only they be 
sought by constitutional means and as 
part. of the progress of the =, com- 
munity. 

What ‘is bad for the beehive cannot be 
good for the bee. The workers in Britain’s 
industries cannot look for higher wages, a 
lower cost of living, or security against un- 
employment when those industries. are 
languishing... During. the . month” of 
September Britain’s adverse trade balance 
amounted to almost £29,000,000, compared 
with slightly over 217,000,000 in August. 
This was due to a large increase in im- 
ports, while exports declined. In a word, 
British money went overseas to buy goods, 
the equivalent of which British industry 
could not produce at an economic price. 
Thus far, therefore, efforts to resuscitate 
British industry have failed—costs of pro- 
duction remain too high to permit the out- 
put of articles that can compete success- 
fully in the foreign market. This state of 
affairs, whether it be due to excessive cost 
of power, to high rates of wages, or to in- 
efficient methods of manufacture, is not 
the misfortune of a single class, but a 
national calamity. If the factory hend 
suffers by the peril of unemployment, the 
employer also suffers by the risk of the 
breakdown of his enterprise and the con 
sequent loss of his capital. Britain as a 
nation, moreover, suffers the all-shadowing 
danger of losing that industrial eminence 
on which her seaborne food supplies and 
her very existence as a Great Power 
depend. To find a way out of the 
apparent industrial deadlock is the 
common need oí the captain of industry 
and the humblest craftsman. 

The British Premier’s policy of patience 
and national co-operation already is begin- 
ning to bear fruit. It is Mr. Baldwin’s 
chief merit as a statesman that he is gifted 
with a fine national idealism. Never in 
moderr. history had England direr need of 
that doctrine of “the nation before the 
class’’ which Mr, Baldwin preaches and 
embodies. His influence it is that has 
steadie. . ritish Labour and frustrated the 
reckless counsels of extremists. In winning 
the confidence of the moderate on one side, 
he has needed to reject the advice of the 
extreme upon the other. The endeavour 
has been made to persuade the Conserva- 
tive Government to pass laws restricting 
the present rights of the trade unions. A 
panic, curiously un-English in its distrust 
of the common English people, has sought 
to et*ack the independence and to scrutinise 
the proceedings of the men’s organisations 
Mr. Baldwin's old-fashioned faith in his 
people has prevented so foolish a course. 
He has left it to the wage-earners to deal 
with their own firebrands, and his trust 
is -ing-j.stified. He refused to be moved 
by frantic people who prophesied a 
“Rec ” conquest of the unions; and to-day 
Exgland knows, by the decisions at Scar- 
borough and Liverpool, that the unions 
are ready to support whatever measures 
are proved to tend towards the restoration 
of the nation’s industries. Conservative 
‘measures’ already have restored British 
credit throughout the world, and we doubt 
not that, with the co-operation of Labour, 
the present British Government will be 
able to follow this first condition of profit- 
able trade with a revival of production.

It is well, perhaps, that 
the poor are -ble now to share the fashions 
of the rich; but is it well that the 
universal fashions should be so often 
vulgar and ugly, and that—as nobody can 
question—the general standard of manners 
should move steadily downward? The gaily- 
dressed women of all classes are losing the 
dignity and reserve that were formerly 
their common attribute. They talk too 
loudly and laugh too harshly. The 
spectacle of a woman's making a public 
toilet with hand-mirror and powder-puff 
is equally displeasing. whether she be a 
duchess or a typist. Reasons for the in- 
creasing numbers of apparently idle and 
pleasure-seeking women in our streets, 
trams, theatres, dance-halls- and picture- 
houses may ': the “ flat’’ system which 
has abolished the old routine of home-life 
and the ampler leisure that has been 
won for the trade union classes. Ample 
leisure is a splendid thing if we .make 
proper use of it and il we can afford it— 
but can we afford it? In all this 
éxtravagance of dress and amusement may 
not the nation be living on its capital, 
mortgaging its wages and neglecting due 
provision for sickness and old age; and 
may it not be unfitting itself for the habit 
of steady work? No woman ought to be 
condemned to drudgery; but when we 
learn taat our bacon industry is failing 
because our pe>>.jt farmers’ wives and 
daughters are getting too “grand” to feed 
pigs, we begin to feel that an Irish 
Savonarola is over-due. 


Italy in France. 


An unexpected sequel of the Great War 
is a new invasion of France. French 
industry, on the whole, is flourishing; the 
native population is not increasing, and 
the higher wages that can be earned in 
the cities and towns have emptied large 
areas of the rural districts. In Italy, 
on the other hand, there is a severe con- 
gestion of population—aggravated of late 
by the virtual closing of the United States 
to Italian emigrants. Nature, which 
abhors a vacuum, is working in its usual 
way, and tens of thousands of Italians are 
pouring into the agricultural districts of 
Southern France. The process is described 
by a writer in The: Times, with special 
reference to the department of the Lot 
and Garonne. Here the system has been 
organised by arrangements between the 
French and Italian Govérnments, and in 
three years the Italians have created a 
colony which “ amounts almost to a new 
Roman conquest of Gaul.’’ A census is 
being prepared which probably will show 
a total of 50,000 Italians in the Lot and 
Garonne and in the Gers departnients 
alone. The men come first, obtain regular 
employment, or buy or hire a piece of land, 
and then return to Italy for their families. 
The Italian Government’s intention is 
that the people of these colonies shall 
retain their national character and 
language, but the writer in The Times 
thinks that this exclusiveness may be im- 
possible beyond a single generation. The 
colonists’ children go to the French schools 
and the French banks will not give credits 
to foreigners. It is quite likely, therefore, 
that in the course of time the colonies will 
be absorbed, especially as both Frenchman 
and Italian are members of the Latin 
stock. If the immigration continues on a 
great scale, the French people may find 
themselves as largely diluted with foreign 
blood as Rome found herself in the laters. 
stages of her imperial sway. It appears 
that French public opinion regards the in- 
vasion as inevitable, and that the strangers 
are received in a friendly fashion—but 
France, of course, is not Ireland. 


By Air to India. 


Sir Sefton Brancker, Director of Civil 
Aviation to the British Government, 
announces that co“ “acts have been signed 
which make possible the opening for com- 
mercial traffic of the air route from Egypt 
to India. He has visited the countries 
over which aircraft flying from Cairo te 
Karachi, the Indian air base, must pass, 
and the Governments concerned have 
facilitated the great project. A flying 
distance of over 2,500 miles is involved, 
and thus one-half of the journey from 
England to India may be covered by air- 
craft, and the most difficult portion of 
the jourrsy from England to Australia is 
bridged. From Uairo the aeroplanes will 
fly by Gaza and the Sea of Galilee to 
Damascus; from Damascus to Tadmor 
and along the Euphrates by Bagdad and 
Kut-el-Amara to Basra; from Basra to 
Bushire and along the coast to Karachi. 
At that terminus an enormous aerial dock- 
ing station soon will be built, with am 
airship shed twice as high asthe Nelson 
Pillar in Dublin and almost as long as 
‘Lower Sackville street. This vast under- 
taking, which will mark the centre ol 
British air routes in Asia, and, after Cairo, 
the main link in the chain that will lead 
to Australia .nd China, indicates expecta- 
tion of a rapid development of imperial 
air routes girding the globe.

U.S. LOAN POLICY. 


STATEMENT REGARDED AS 
WARNING TO FRANCE. 
From ‘‘ Tug Times ' CORRESPONDENT. 

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

The Administration spokesman who dis- 
cussed the loan policy of the United States 
at the White House to-day, emphatically 
had France in his mind, and if he said 
nothing new, he said it at a time which 
gave his words new significance. 

There had been no change in American 
policy, he said, nor was there a likelihood 
of change. The United States Govern- 
ment favoured the lending of money abroad 
for constructive purposes, and in order to 
aid foreign countries in the. process of 
rehabilitation. It opposed, and always 
would oppose, loans to be used for military 
purposes, and furthermore it believed that 
the funding of obligations already ‘exist- 
ing was a necessary pre-requisite to the 
extension of credit. 

The White House spokesman was: care- 
ful to explain that no legal. means whereby 
ti» Administration could control private 


credits existed, but added that thene_.was} 


“a well established custom’’ whereby 
underwriters of projected foreign issues 
sought the guidance of Government depart- 
ments concerned. 

If anything was needed to add signifi- 
cance to these statements it was the tone 
of voice in which they were uttered. At 
moments this even reached the pitch of 
acerbity, and there is no escape from the 
conclusion that opportunity was thus 
taken to warn the French Cabinet that 
certain consequences would flow from any 
decision which would break the continuity 
of negotiations in the matter of the French 
debt.

MISERABLE MUD HOVELS. 

These houses, Mr. McCarron explained, 
were intended to do away with the miserable 
mud hovels and lean-to cottages so prevalent 
in country and the smaller urban districts, 
They would be let at a rent of 5s. or 6s 
per week. They would each contain a large 
living-room and kitchen combined of 174 
square feet floor space; two large bed- 
rooms, of 141 square feet and 
square feet respectively, and a smaller 
cubicle, behind the living room, of 60 square 
feet dimension. At the rear of each house, 
just outside the back door, a water closet and 
fuel house would be situated. The houses 
built at Ardee cost on an average £230 each. 

The scheme had been introduced at Water- 
ford, where the construction of houses was 
rapidly proceeding. In that city the average 
cost per house would amount to £247. In 
Wexford, also, the scheme was being taken 
in hands, and work was due to start at eny 
time.”

EX-NAVAL MAN'S ORDEAL IN 


DISABLED MOTOR BOAT. 


William Henry Boasden, an elderly “Ply- 
mouth ex-Navy man, left last Thursday in his 
motor boat for a day's fishing. From then 
until Monday he and his boat had completel 
disappeared. Yesterday, when he return 
home from Falmouth, outside where he had 
been picked up and towed in, he told a 
thrilling story of how his motor engine gave 
out when he was out in the Channel beyond 
Plymouth breakwater on Thursday afternoon, 
and for four days and three nights he had 
been drifting helplessly at the mercy of the 
wind ani tide, without food, water, or sleep. 

He could not repair the engine, and all he 
had was a small leg sail and a pair of oars, 
too heavy to be useful. For two days he did 
not see land. 

He hoisted two balls as distress signals, and 
hailed and semaphored the only two ships 
which passed anywhere near him. In neither 
case were the signals seen. 

Fortunately the weather did not get too 
rough. On Monday afternoon he had drifted 
back to off Falmouth, where he encountered 
Surgeon Captain Garde, of Flushing; out in 
his sailing boat. He was taken on beard and 
brought ashore, being accommodated for a 
night, and sent home yesterday.
